It concerns the methods of procedure by 
which applications for membership are 
passed upon. 

For the past year there have been heart- 
burnings on the part of some ot the 40 
members of the organization because 
names of friends of these members have 
failed to pass the committee of safety, 
composed of three. 

They say they have not been able to 
learn why. | 

Objection is accordingly made to this tri- 
umvirate having power to reject names 
without their being submitted to the man- 
aging board, as was formerly the case. 

Before the committee of safety was, ap- 
plications for membership came before the 
officers and managing board, consisting of 
12 ladies. Two dlackballs would exclude. 

A year ago it was discovered that the by- 
laws provided for a committee of three to 
consider applications. 

The committee was formed, and since 
that time it has not onl ybeen considering 
applications, but rejecting them, without 
any submission of the rejected names to 
the board. 

It is now sald that this is an excess of 
authority. The functions of the commit- 
tee under a correct reading of the by- 
laws claim some of the constitutional law- 
yers in the society, extend simply to an

“You may have my head for a football. Judge Redwine said to me, “if Jim 
Marcum is assassinated.” He made thig statement about a month before my 
husband was killed, while I was talking with Judge Redwine about the con- 
spiracy we knew had been formed to kin my husband. Judge Redwine’s state- 
ment helped to calm the fears of Mr. Marcum and to lull him to a partial sense 
of false security. 

“Since the assassination Judge Redwine has been quoted as saying the reason 
he did not call a special session of court to investigate this assassination was be- 
cause the relatives of Mr. Marcum told him it would be better to let {t be heard 
at the regular term. The relatives of Mr. Marcum have made no such request. 
Judge Redwine knows as well as anyone who fired those fatal shots. The day 
after Mr. Marcum was killed the county authorities sent word to me and my 
father, Postmaster Hurst, that they were ready to issue warrants for anyone 
we should point out. Curtis Jett at this time was going about town 11 
and sq was Tom White. We said to the officials: 

“You know who killed Mr. Marcum. If you will not of your own accord take 
them into custody of what use would it be for us to go through the farce of 
having them arrested on a warrant only to be turned loose again.“ This illus- 
trates how impossible it would be to have a conviction here. 

Curtis Jett was in jail last winter, charged with a felony. One morning it 
was given out he had escaped, but when Mr. Marcum and myself looked at the 
hole through which he was supposed to have crawled, we saw no man could 
have gotten through it. My husband was a United States commissioner, and 
often discussed the possibility of the federal court investigating if he was 
killed. 

“In the name of justice I ask that either the federal courts try the case or 
Gov. Beckham shall appoint qa special prosecutor and 4 special judge. If this is 
done I shall produce the evidence that will hang the assaasins of Mr. .Marcum. 
He gave me the names of ten men and women he wanted questioned if he were 
killed. I can prove, too, it was a conspiracy.

Woman Boarding Housekeep- 
er Gives His Name to 
the Police. 


SAYS HE REGISTERED AT 
HER PLACE AS G. ROSSEO 


Described as Either Frenchman or 
Italian of Pleasant Address Who 


Did Not Appear Either Cranky 
or Vengeful. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 13—G. Rosseo is said 
by his landlady, Mrs. Currie, to be the man 
who sent the box of dynamite to the steam- 
ship Umbria’s pier, and which was dis- 
covered on Saturday afternoon about an 
hour before that ship sailed gor Europe.

Neither he nor Bathe looks like an Ital- 
lan, although the employes on the Cun- 
ard pier were positive until yesterday that 
the expressmen who deli¥éred the, infernal 
machine were Italians.

Now, the able editor of Harper’s may not 
C\ aware of the fact, but this bewhiskered 
ord gag was one of the first to be rounded 
up and given a berth in the Post-Dispatch’, 
Old Jokes’ Home. If this witticism, which 
is credited to a Boston boy, is one year old 
it is forty, yet here we find it gravely 
presented in the same old form in May, 
1903, as something brand new, when the 
fact is that it was getting its second wind 
during Grant’s last administragion. 

Another striking example of the longevity 
of jokes is furnished by the ancient gag 
about taking a wife.“ There are many 
variations of it, and it is sprung every 
season on the stage by a dozen different 
actors, just as regularly as a chicken goes 
barefooted. People always laugh, which 
proves one of two things, or both: (1) that 
it is a good joke, though old; (2) that the 
audience has never heard it before.

THE. “OBEDIENT |

MAJORITY ON SIDE 
OF THE AUSTRIANS 


Feature of Wednesday’s Session of the 
Congress of American Physicians 
and Surgeons at Wash- 

ington.

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WASHINGTON, May 13.—Fifteen of the 
component societies of the Congress of 


‘American Physicians and Surgeons held 


meetings today, come of them concluding 


their work. 
The methods of Prof. Adolph Lorenz, 


the Austrian surgeon, in the treatment of 
congenital hip disease and club feet, fur - 
nished the feature of general interest at 
the meeting of the American Surgical and 
Orthopedic Associations. To the surgical 
association the case of Charles Willett, 
operatéd on last November by Dr. Lorenz 
for club feet, was presented. Although 


one of excessive difficulty, the operation 


was pronounced a perfect success. 

No discussion specially condemnatory of 
Lorenz's methods was elicted, but some, ot 
the conservative members of the associa- 
tion were adverse in their eriticisms. 

The statement was made that the opera- 
tion of Dr. Lorenz upon Lolita Armour, 
daughter of J. Ogden Armour of Chicago, 
to perform which the Austrian surgeon 
had come to the United States, had not 
proved entirely successful. It was evident 
from the tone of the discussion that a 
majority. of surgeons in attendance were 
supporters of the Lorenz methods. No 
action. however, was taken. 

The storm center of the discussion of the 
Lorenz method wes at the s n of the 
American Orthopedic Association, before 
which Dr. A. J. Steele of St. Louis c'ted 
the case of a boy 8 years old, af fitted with 
hip disease, who had been operated upon 
by the Austrian surgeon and subsequently 
had died of meningitis. He did not at- 
tribute the death directly to the operation, 
but warned his colleagues that the Loreng 
methods ought to be employed with great 


care. 

Dr. H. Augustus Wilson of the Jefferson 
hospital, Philadelphia. presented a 
on cases observed in the 2 „ A585 
ot which were operated upon 
Lorenz. Dr. Wilson made a , 4 of the 
Lorenz methods, and, as he had assisted 
the Austrian surgeon in all the cases pre- 
sented, his judgment carried great weight. 

Dr. W. M. L. Coplin_ of Ph — re- 
ported the case of a 7-year-old ap who 
died after Dr. Lorenz had operated on her: 
death in the view of Dr. Coplin being due 
to shock. \ 

Dr. G. W. Davis of the University of 
Pennsylvania read a paper in which be 
maintained that the Lorenz methods were 
too severe and that they had nm accom- 
panied by infuries, paralysis ad death. 

Dr. E. H. Bradford of Boston, while he 
did not quite approve bf the Lorenz prac- 
tice, expressed a great admiration for 
Prof. Lorenz. One of his objects in attend- 
ing the meeting was to offer reslutions 
of thanks to Prof. Lorena for coming to 
she country and demonstrating his meth- 
oas
